Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Sisson indicated that the proposed amendment to claim 1 would 
raise an new issue under 35 USC 112, second paragraph, as there is no antecedent support for "the polymorphic 
marker." Ms. Hemmendinger also noted that a further amendment would be needed so to establish a correlation 
between the polymorphic marker and the disease or condition that is to be treated. 

Mr. Sisson expressed concern over the specification enabling and providing an adequate written description of the 
claimed generic method when it is to be applied against any mammal (sans rodents), noting page 9 of the specification, 
and where any disorder is to be treated (noting pages 12-13 of the specification). Mr. Sisson indicated that he 
considered selectable and polymorphic markers to be essential in practicing the claimed method. 
Ms. Hemmendinger directed attention to page 7, lines 18-19, as teaching that "other mammalian chromosomes" are 
stable in the fused cells. Mr. Sisson acknowledged that the sentence identified does contain this conclusion but that 
the record does not present any showing of how this conclusion was obtained when only human peripheral blood 
lymphocytes were used in cell fusion assays. 

Mr. Sisson encouraged applicant to consider narrowing the claims to where the "mammal" is a human (claim 12). Mr. 
Sisson also indicated that he would be willing to hold an interview before first action on the merits should applicant file 
an RCE.
